On unloeklog the door yesterday the ourse 
found that it was either barricaded inside or 
someone was leaning egainst it so that she was 
nnable to open it, She summoned aid and had 
the door forced open, On looking inside « 
horrible sight was presented, Disordered and 
broken articles which lay scattered about the 
apartment gave evidence of a life and death 
stroggle. In the midtle of the room lay the 
lifeless form of the old woman, with clothes 
torn and hair dishevelled and cloited with 
blood, which flowed from several contusions 
in her head, Over her stood her room-mate 
with eyes gleaming and laughing in maniacal 
glee at her terrible work. In answer to the 
horrified exclamations of the missus she said» 
“I tried to get her to kill me, but she wouldn't 
and so I kijled ber.” Beside the body was 
lying an upturned night bucket, with which 
evidently {the blows were inflicted, The 
maniac was secured and placed in close 
qearters.

That in the event of the Vestry contributing 
towards the salaries of the curates the Vestry 
should be permitted to nominate the Curates, 
subject to the approval of the Restor, 

THR DEAN'S REPLY, 

A committee laid the resolutions before (he 
Dean and his reply was: 

That the cathedral has been effectively work- 
ed by two clergymen; that the population of 
the city is about 6,000 thurchmen and has not 
increased ; that there are three churches irrese 
pective of the cathedra', served by five clergy- 
men, and one charch in the township; that 1 
do not objett te the'appointment of a second 
curate for the cathedral)” nay fally approve ; 
that although it is not shewn that there is an 
increase of church population 1 believe it to be 
a step in the right direction, and hope yet to 
see a vurpliced choir and a large stafl officiating 
in the cathedral service. 

That to meet the increased expenditure | am

The solvent and eleansng propertios of 
puro water are well known, and ite ase, 
either hot or cold,i# becoming very general 
in obstructions and derangements of the 
excretory organs. The following is chiefly 
from the Boston Journal of ;Otemistry :— 

The number of invalide, sermidovalids, 
and those in fair health who sip hot water 
io the morning of onch day, is astonish. 
ingly large. The habit has become sud~- 
denly fashionable ; and if we had no worre 
faabions tocomplain of, the world would 
be -vastly‘iaproved. . Still, however bene- 
Hiblsl ibe'free employment of bot water 
may be to wme, ite not an agent which 
oan be indiscretely oxed without haroful 
effects, Theemployment of hot water 

for interna! use originated in this country ; 
and so eminent an author'ty as the Lon- 
den Lancet speakeofit axa “valuable 


American contribation to medicine.” The 
therapoutical uses of bot water may 
be «= varied; «bot it would seem 
that ite beneficial employment i 


pretty well established iy those diseases 
arising from onbeaslihy alimentation, Oold 
water isin most cases inadcissible, as it 
is apt to produce distrers in sensitive stom- 
achs. Hot water is well borne in both cares 
bot it must not be lukewarm ; it must be 
hot. And here is a distinction it is well 
to observe, 

Tepid water, if taken in considerable 
quantities, will eometimes produce vomit- 
ing ; but if the water be raised to a tem- 
perature of from 100° to 160° degrees 
Fabrenbeit, it produces downward mow- 
monte of the bowe's Instead of upward, 
Tea as drank by dyspeptio tea-drinkers is 
preferred at a temperature of about 120° 
Pabrenbeit, and this decoction, at this 
temperatare affords great relie! to persons 
of weak stomachs. They demand by dys- 
peptics of tea, ‘hot and weak,’ is founded 
on checrration that in (is form it affords 
gedtine relict. Lt the tealeaves were lett 
ont altogether, the agreeable relict would 
follow from the use of the bot water wilh 
alittle milk snd sugar added. By bot 
water is moant water which is so warm 
that it can only be sipped slowly, and not 
bo poured into the stomach asa draught. 
In tho absence of a thermometer the pro- 
per temperatare may be acerlained by 
the effect upon the tongue and fances ; it 
must not be ‘scalding hot," buteo warm 
as to be swallowed withont inconvenience 
or danger. 

As regards quantity, no Oxed role cau 
begiver, Perbaps balf « pint may be 
regarded 6s minimer, aed # plotiand 6 
bali a maximam qnantity to be taken af 
one time. A few ornees can bave 
bat little effect in accomplishing such 
results, Ts is aeanmol that tho liver 
and kidneys are greatly oinfinenced by the 
hot water treatment, and that they are 
washed as well as the intestival canal, the 
bilo being eliminated through the bowels 
atid not through the blood by way of the 
<idoeye. 

The best time to neo Let water is pro- 
bably abont one hour before meals, and, 
in some instances, bull an hour before 
retiring to bed. The moet important time 
of all, however, iv the hour before break- 
fast, io the morning. The digestive 
apparatas of the weak and morbid neods 
cleansing aftor a night of reit, or unrest, as 
in the case of invalids, A baif or a whole 
pint of hot water taken apon getting ont 
of bed in the mornivug, will most in- 
stances soon break ap morbid conditions 
of the bowols; 
motions will be e tablished, even 
Dale cares. 

It may be nrosesary in some josiances 
to medicate the water clightly, and thus 
Improve ite taste and add to ite aotivity. A 
fow drops cof tincture of ginger,a half 
teaspoonful of tartrate of soda, or salpbate 
of magnesia, are unobjectionatle sdjanots 
to the water, and, fodeed, sometimes are

Theshop doorsare all open bere 
and the business is good. The wotels are 
crowded. AtOa.m, next day we hires 
carriage (it only costs $9 per day bere) and 
and away we go lothecouutry, Squirrels 
are seen tittiog like soldiers viewing us as 
we ride along. The Poor House we pass 
ie avery fine ove, We examine San Gab- 
riel mission, av old Spanith chareh. It 
looks very old with its oi! ps/ntiogs, antique 
altar, and worn oul doors, Now we srein 
he midst of the many oracge orchards 
and vineyarde, Woe visit Rose Wi ery aod 
see one Geld of 650 acres devoted to grape 
The drive to the house of one mile Tio 
with orange trees ie fine, Havirg partak- 
en of Junch, whieh focludedalitile wine, 
we drive to Sierra Madre Villa, a beautifal 
spot. Itielike a paradise, Persons sre 
sitting ont on the lawn reading as we do in 
August with flowers in fall bloom,and onte 
mind atence reverts back to bome and 
friends, and ponders on what a changeour 
Redeemer bas made for the inhabitants of 
this wonderfal earth. Soon we are off as 
our drive is 84 miles and we can't stop 
long. We pass miles of oranges aud vioe- 
yards and presently the borses are wet 
with the dost and beat, Soon we drop ip 
to ,seeour kind ueighbors Mra Bowell, 
daughter and son, aod Mia Hickey who 
ocoupy a cottage on whatiscallod Passa 
dena. Mre. Bowell looked well and I was 
very much pleased to see the spparentin- 
provement. Scme elx miles ofa drive 
brings us back. We are all tired, as sail- 
ing onthe ocoean and riding ina three 
soated democrat aro very different things.

FAMMING IN SOUTHRAN CALIPORNLA. 

Barley and barley bay is what nearly all 
the farmers grow south of Los Angelos to 
the cecan, which 's@ brokeo strip of coun- 
try and fall of mountain ranges. They 
sow the barley from Deer mber tox ebrosty. 
The ground ie not prepared aa we co it,but 
gang plowed some three to Ove inches deep 
with gangs of from four to five plows using 
from four towight horses, acoording to the 
kind, Some horves bese are very poor and 
emall ; others are good bat notso heayyas 
wo use. Very fow eeed-drills do I seeand 
on enquiring | fod they are jaat getting to 
use them. They havea sower which gears 
on 40 the hind wheel of the waggon and 
sits in the box of the waggon and sows the 
sovd.. Otherssow.by band. Nearly all 
sow before itis plowed, excepting where 
they plow with a» single plow, then.it is 
harrowed in as we doit, There is no rol!- 
ing done here, Some this year are sowing 
on the plain or mess, as they call it bere, 
and barrowing it in, One man with four 
horses can drag or barrow 16 seres with 
& gang but three to four acres is adey’s 
work taking two men, besides the sowing of 
it. About 900 or 400 aeres is a good #ea- 
son's sowing. A large proportion of this 
land is eown on Governwept tracts, and all 
the farmers ose it free until itis taken op 
by the settlers. Those who have settled 
nse their own partion corn and alfa'fs or 
what suits them best. There are oo fences 
here. In the new settlements you ses the 
horses and cows staked out to a long rope. 
The harvesting of the barley is done with a 
header which is drawn with four borves. 
An elovator carries it into a rim blind and 
two waggons follow to load it. It is then 
drawn to a heap and thrashed aod sacked 
or bagged as we call it, None uve barns 
for qraim exeept for their own use, for the 
reason that no rains come here to wet it. 
Tt barley hay Is wanted they cut it green 
and Ist it core aod then atack or bale it. 
No bay is grown fo this ecuctry and all 
foed thie hay or alfalfa whieh is not worth 
over Lalf the price of barley bay. Cbick- 
ens and dacks aod torkrya are what make 
a happy fami'y bere, aod you can have 
little ones every wonth io the year. There 
is no cold bere to kill them,bat the cayote, 
which loose like our covlie dog, will kill 
sboep as well as all kinds of smal! animals 
which the farmers raise. Peas are built to 
house up all at night. This eayote will 
carry away young pigs if not cared for at 
night, Dry weather in the epring months 
brings a poor erop of barley, and if it fails 
to bead it {s eat for hay. On the cheap or 
froe lands the crop ts very wneertain anless 
water is} ued to irrigate with In some 
parts the soil has water near the surface 
and then they geta crop in « dry season. 
As wo getfucar the near the ocesn we find 
they grow more wheat as the heavy dews 
or fogs trom the salt water gives suflicient 
moistare to keep the growth until it 
matares, The old settlers here were 
Spaniards who still have some large tracts 
of land, the best to be had. In my wext € 
will try and give your many readers « 
description of some ranebes and rancheros 
I virited on my bunting trip.

(By the Beiter.) 

To-might the great annual national feast 
of the Jows, the Feast of the Passover, | 
begins, and continues for eightdaye. The) 
festival admittedly commemorates the 
special saving of the firetbore from being 
slain with the Egyptians, and the deliver- 
ance of the Israelites from the Egyptian 
bondage of over four hondred years. The 
permanency of this observance was epecial- 
ly commanded—*And ye shall observe this 
thing for av ordinance to thee and thy sons 
for ever.” Acad they were to say to their 
cbildret : ~ 

“Tt je the sacrifice of the Lord's passover 
who passed over the houses of the children 
of Israel in Egypt when He emote the 
Egyptians and delivered our houses.” 

° * * “And itcame to pass the 
velfeame day that the Lord did bring the 
cbildren of Larae! out of the land of Egypt.” 

Of the poiots that mark off the Jew from 
Obristendom bis religion stands first, and 
the position of exelusion and contempt 
which bas hitherto been his in the midst of 
lien nations occupies a prominent place. 
The mere existence of the race is s most 
remarkable fact in view of the fierce on- 
slanghts from time to time made upon their 
faith and nationality by nearly overy nation 
onthe earth, Ordered by thelr Roman 
conquerors to forget (Le very name of the 
Holy City, and forbidden ander pain of 
death to approach near enough to obtain » 
glimpse of it, they cried ont, “Il I forget 
thee, O Jerusalem, let my right band for- 
get its canning,” and after « while embract 
ed the privilege of visitlog Jerusalem and 
weeping over ite broken walls and rained 
temple, Tyrannical edicts directed against 
the mystioal theology of the Jows struck at 
the very root and strength of their religion. 
Their most cherishes rights were proscrib- 
od, At one time the very existence of the 
Synanogue was imperilied,and the "decrees 
of Lydda” excused the faithin! from the 
observance of such Jewish ceremonies as 
might endanger ibeir lives, This was under 
Hadrian, at the time of the martyrdom of 
the famous Akiba, wko was placed in the 
same ce)l with Pappus,the reputed hosband 
of Mary Magdalene. Legendary beliof, 
however, bad it that the darkest hour was 
to be that which preceded the advent of the 
Messiab, who in the Jewish faith bas not 
yetcome, In those days the very coffins 
in Palestine were to be dug up to serve as 
mangers to the Permian army,and the palm 
trees would not be sufficient for posts to 
horses of the Medes, Bat the period of

may be hastened by Ieracl’s return anto 
the Lord, according to the Seriptaral 
statement, ‘'Today if ye willhear my 
voice.” Batthey were comforted and up- 
held by such noble minds as Akiba, who, 
when the people shed tears at the elelt of 
@ jackal running across the mountain on 
which the temple had once etcod, remind- 
edibem that if prophecy had been #0 
litorally lulfilled in the desolation of the 
Temple they might reasonably anticipate 
an equal accomplishment of the promised 
blessingr. 

Throughout all and since their dispersion 
the Jows retained their peculiar religious 
ceremonies, and fo day ten or twelve mil- 
lions practice (hem withthe same seal 
and fidelity in all parts of the world. 

THE ORBAT FESTIVAL 


TLe Passover brings with it many pre- 
parations and daties,and attached to its 
Osservance are many pecuilar and vory 
interesting oastoms. It is celebrated pretty 
mneb as it wasin the days of the seeond 
Temple, Toe feast ocourson the 16th of 
Nisan (Apri') andjthe eeven following days 
according to the calendar, but the 14th is 
Preparation Day, and ia actually the com- 
mepeement of the feast, Nisan is the 
Gret month in the Jewish coclesiastical 
year. “And the Lord spake unto Moses, 
this month ehall be unto you the beginning 
of months; it shallbe the firet month of 
the begioning of months; it eball be the 
first month of the year to you.” The Pass- 
over therefore begins a new ecclesiastical 
year, and to-morrow will be the firet day 
of the year 06644, dating from the Oreation 
after the manner of the Jows. The time 
for the slaying of the Pasobal Lamb is 
termed “between the two evenings,” the 
precise meaning of which may be discerned 
from the fact that after the sun begins to 
decline at noon is called one evening, and 
the other evening is alter the sun has gone 
down,and it is between these two evenings 
the animal isto Leslaiv, according to 
Divine command, which says :—“And ye 
shall keep it,antil the fourteenth day of the 
fame month, and the whele assembly of 
the congregation of Israe| aball kill it in 
the evening.” This isone thing which 
Dr. Kitto anys shows thatthe Egyptian 
Passover should be distiognished from the 
‘‘permanent inthe former 
the Paschal animal wasto be selected on 
the tenth ofthe month.

Every 
considerable synsgogue bad ite Sanhedrim 
or Coll ege Of Justice, with 25 members, 
who had authority even to prononnee 
sentence of death. From that time down 
to the present the strict ceremonial and 
formality of the Synagogue has been ite 
distinguwhing foatare, Their religloos 
forms and early beliefs bave been main- 
tained through weary centuries of porseou- 
tion. Bat the influence exercised on the 
cbildren of Israel to-day by the Synagogue 
is much less than of old, and this is be- 
coming more apparent day by day. The 
people are being affected by surrounding 
cireamstances, and the problem of adapt- 
ing thelr ancient faith to the spirit of the 
age, without, however, yielding any of tho 
easentials, is the one set to the leaders of 
Jewish thought for solution. 

THE PASSOVER WINE. 


The exclosiveness of the Jews was never 
better illastrated than fn the old mandate 
forbidding thom todrink wine, leet the 
oustom should lead them to mingle with 
other races, with which it was feared they 
might in course of tima become merged. 
This command “was afterwards revoked, 
bat there has been considerable discussion 
as to whether it was originally intended to 
inelade fermented wine in the prohibition 
of Secor and Kbamets, leavened and an- 
leavened things to be discarded at the 
Passover, GreatJewish sebolara differ on 
this poiat. ~The Talmad affords no sola~ 
tion. . Dr. Norman Kerr, of London, after 
an elaborate research into the subject, bas 
jast announced bis conviction that unfer- 
mented and fermented wioes, if pare and 
made from fresh or dried grapes, wore 
eqaaily allowable. This opinion is ortifled 
by the Janthority of Dz. A'ler, the Chief 
Rabti. and by Professor Marks, of the 
London University.

THR PRESBYTERIAN SYNOD} 


Principal! Grant Opposes the # malge- 
mation of Colleges.

The toliowmg ise reportot Tiuredsy's 
session of the Toronto an! Kingston Synod | 
The overture from the Whitby Preabytery | 
asked fora reduction io the number of 
Presbyterian Theological Colleges in the 
Dominion brought up Rev. Priveipal 
Grant, who eotered a ttrong objection 
against the argument advanced io favor of 
the reduction’ He sail there were only 
four colleges in existence at the me of the 
union, and they were the only inatitotions 
dependent upon the ebureh for support. 
The statement thatthere were six ruch 
colleges then was decidedly misleading. 
Toe policy of the ehnrch towards there 
colleges Wasa correct ove, and he regrett 
od that it had been stated that the colleges 
were year after year rolling op an enor- 
mous deficit, as he showed that tho asser- 
tion was not well founded. He stated that 
the church had not been giving what it 
agreed to at the time of the union, bat act~ 
withstanding that the colleges bad bern 
maintained, come of them in five years} 
only being $100 being. The fact wae 
there were only three colleges m burden, i! 
euch it could be called, totbe ebureh. Ho 
thought the object of consolidation was to 
have the college faculties centred in Loron- 
to. (Lavgbter.) Of course Kingston and 
Montreal would be quite as anxious to get 
this favor, but be did not think ft would be 
in the interestot the chorch.
